THE TOBACCO MAEKET.

IK NEW IOBK AND LANCASTER.

Sumatra, Seed Leal and Ilavaua for the
Week Enuiog Saturday, April 31.

10 a. in.
U. S. Tobicco Journal.

Sumatra The activity remains un-
abated, though single sal hare rarely
been in parcels over 23 bales. Transao
tions embracing 5 to 10 bales are the order
of the day, and prices appear to be of
little object when desirable stock is offered.
Total sales are calculated to reach 100
bales, at prices ranging from 1 to SI. GO.

Tho enormous consignments which will
arrive hero before the increased duty goes
into effect will tend to lower rather than
to raise prices. Tho competition will be a
sharp one, a largo r.umber of new firms
having gone into tha importation of this
tobacco. A sale of some 10,000 bales now
will take place at Amsterdam at or about
May 8.

Seed Leaf Thoro has been rejoicing
among packers of '82 Pennsylvania and
sombio disgust among holders of '81 Penn-
sylvania. Largo manfacturing firms were
reported as having purchased 500 cases of
'S2 Peunsplvania from packers at big
figures, while sales of several hundred
cases of 'SI, at ridiculously low figures,
were spoken of by brokers, partly with
derision, partly with regret. These sales
of '81 Pennsylvania, although reported by
very nice pcoplo, as far as dress is con-
cerned, smack somewhat of Barnumism ;

and while we include the reported sales in
our list below, wa advise our readers to
"take it all in" without extraordinary
hurry. Tncro are some fine ghost stories
in the market about this '81 Pennsylvania.
Heavy holders and their implements, gen
orally consisting of curbstone brokeis, ;uo
out with wagers that already manufactur
ors are using the '82 Pennsylvania ; that
by rcsweating it now and woiking it soon
after, it beats Sumatra all hollow ;

that Sumatra is bound to clear
out of the country as soon
as this wonderful material is in
spected by manufacturer. If our beau-
tiful memory doesn't fail ns, we recolledt
having heard exactly the same things said
vuen '81 Pennsylvania was but half
packed in cases ; and we also have a faint
idea that the holders of the '81 Pennsyl-
vania would not hear of taking leas than
2."i cents for their tobacco, beeauso it was
as fine, aud evciui great ileal finer, thau
Sumatra; and if the trade, and manufactu-
rers especially, did not take it mighty
quickly they would raise the price at
leisuie and ad libitum. Ail this early talk
and bragadocio about new tobacco don't
"pull" any more, nor aio manufacturers
induced to pitch into a now crop in the
hands of packers, merely bcc?.uso Tom,
Dick or Yakoop report some prominent;
manufacturer as having been unable to
withstand the attraction of this or that
tobacco and in consequeuce invested
largely therein. Tho fact of the matter is
thore is much too much tobacco of all
kinds in the maiket; aud as long as Su-

matra can't be kept out of the country by
a heavy import duty, iu raein, for tobac
coon the p.ut uf manufacturer: is nee
essary.

As regatds the .sales of 'yi Pcnnsylvani i
lopoited, we notice that the heavy aud
strong holders c'lniimi J stiiV. Of course,
the offeis that aie being made by pros-
pective buyers are, when the investing
figures of holders are taken into consider-
ation, often so ridiculously out of proper
tion, that some very angry .scenes that
liavo taken place are t.pokeu of. At one
such SJ2UC last week, the sailer lenoaii'j
ated the prospective buyer a pickpocket.
One can imagiuo the state of feeling hold
rs of '81 Pennsj Ivauia are in.

THE LOCAL BIARKHT.

Old and New Lancaster County Crops.
During the past week about 300 cases of

old tobacco have been sold, principally in
small lots. Tho crop of "80 is getting
rather scarce, but the crop of '81 remains
in largo quantities in the hands of packers,
mauy of whom say they would like to sell
out at cost, and some of them for a good
deal less than cost. But notwithstanding
this unfavorable showing they continuo to
invest largely in the crop of 1832. This
seeming paradox may be explained in
some measure by the iact that they arc
buying the crop of 1882 at much lower
figuies than they paid for the same grade
of goods of the '81 crop. A great deal of
the new crop was bought last wceic aua a
still greater quantity was delivered at the
city warehouses, several of whom received
from 80,000 to 150,000 pounds each iu a
single day. Nearly all the packers are
hard at work having each from 20 to 75
hands employed iu the warehouses.
Though much of the crop is short and has
been bought at figures a good deal lower
tlianhas hcretofoie prevailed it is of good
color aud wrappery quality, and as a whole
will average well
